To the Harmony Baptist Association assembled in its fifty third an- 
nual session. 

Your committee on Ministerial Education submit the following: Ex- 
perience teaches that there is no problem that contronts our denominatioa 
of greater magnitude than the question of the Education of her.rising min- 
istry. |We are living in a progressive age. The human family isexpanding 
in all of the relations of life. And for the church of Christ to be equal to 
the denhands made upon it we must assist our brethren that God has 
called ih sent them forth to cope with the situation in hand.» We do not 
believe |that literary education is a Scriptural qualification but we do be- 
lieve that it is a practical necessity. ' Let us not forget that the world isour 
Lord's field; we are his husbandmen. Therefore let us equip the laborer 
with the necessary implements té do the most effective work. 

Furthermore the education of our ministry presents itself from a financial 
stand-point. Experience teaches that there is no way in which we can in- 
vest our Lord's means more effectively than in Ministerial Edueation; for 
when you instruct arid inform the pastor he in turn imparts the same to 
the laity. We verily believe that the trouble with our people is not stin- 
giness but for the want of the necessary information. And we are bound 
to admit that an educated minister can do more advantageously than one 
uneducated. Furthermore brethren, there are scores of worthy men who 
deserve our aid and we are commanded in Gal. 6:2. To bear one anothers’ 
burdens and so fulfil the law of Christ.

REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


Your committee on Sunday schools beg lenve.to report; 

The Sunday school is we believe one of the hest walys to train people in 
the study of the Scriptures, but there seems te he a great deal of indifference 
manifested on the part of Chris\.an people with reference to this important 
work. The statistics of the Suuday school work in the State show that 
out of 1,280 churches only 880 have Sunday.schools, oply nine increase over 
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last year.. In our Association of 32 churches only 13 report schools. This 
should not be the case. In, order to stimulate the churches of our Associa- 
tion in this work we recommend that the resolutions of our State Conye 
tion Sunday school report be printed in our minutes.

Be it Resolved 1st, That our. pastors be urged to make acareful study 
of the Sunday school question that they may ‘be able to be of practical 
help to their people in the matter of teaching the Scriptures and that our 
pastors be urged to preach occasionally on the duties of the followers of 
Christ to engage in the study and the teaching of the Bible and themselves 
to take a personal interest in the Sunday schools in their territory, 

2xb, That our splendid force of State missionaries be urged to see to 
the organization of Sanday schools in their territo-ies, 

3xp, That the Corresponding Seeretary of the Convention Board be 
requested to select, or have selected in each Association in this State, some 
one who shall be the representative of the Sunday school interest in his 
Association who shall seek to establish a Su day school in each chacch; 
to see that there is a report on Sunday schools in his Association anda 
Statistical report made. ‘ 

4ru, That each of our Baptist schools for highereducation be request- 
ed to instruct in Sunday schools methods. 

StH, That our Sunday schools be urged to organize classes for the 
study of the normal course provided by the Sunday school Board at Nash- 
ville, Tenn. 

6TH, That the resolution hy J. T. Buck which was referred to your 
committee, be adopted with such modification as that it read as follows: 

Resolved, That the Convention Board be instructed to appropriate 
$1200 to Sunday school work in the bounds of this Convention during the 
next Conventional year, and that as soon as a suitable man, minister or 
layman, can be secured, he be employed to be known as a Sunday school 
Field Secretary whose duty it shall be to organize Sunday schools where 
there are none and develop those now organized, his work to be done un- 
der the supervision of the Board. We would also recommend the Sunday 
school Board of the Southern Baptist Convention, and pledge ourselves to 
hearty co-operation in all its lines of work.
